This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

The following claim(s) are generic: claims 1 -3 and 1 1 appear to be generic to all of the 
species. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: the same technical feature of a 
single layer of spiral wound tubes is different from that of two layers of tubes, which is 
different from whether the tubes are provided with a coating, or a coating covers the 
entire bundle of tubes, or has no coating at all; which is different from whether a core is 
hollow or solid, where each has different structure from one another and therefore 
different technical features based on the different elements that are required by some 
embodiments and not by others.
